LOS DON, Aug. B. — 4 clergymen residinget 
present in the Province of Kazan, Russia, 
has written a letter tothe Fall Mall Gasette in 
which he gives a harrowing description of 
the sufierings of the unfortunate ts 
of that Provience, brought on by the failure 
ofthe crops. Large numbers of them, he 
bay, are in an absolute state of starvation. 
Many have been unable to obtain bread for 
weeks and in their efforts to sustain life 
they have been compelledtoeat grass and 
eaves. In one of the villages 
Province, consisting of 140 
clergyman visited all 
peasants. Here were found 
sixteen persons inaterribly emaciated con- 
cition and slowly and painfully dying from 
starvation. Ofall the residents of the houses 
only twenty were found eating ordinary food 
in a quantity sufficient to keep them alive.

Workmen Busy Removing Bodies From 
the Park Place Ruins.

THE LIST OF THE KILLED LIKELY TO 
REACH NINETY. 


The Worst Fearsas to the Extent of the 
Catastrophe Fully Realized— Forty-two 
Bodies So Far Revealed—Removing the 
1 While Asleep—Fatal 

ight—Casualties. 


New York, Aug. %.—From midnight until 
the city awoke to its business life the scenes 
witnessed by the watchers at the fatal fre on 
Park place proved that the worst fears as to 
the extent of the awful catastrophe were to 
be fully realized. The bodies that were re- 
covered during that time and the horrible 
possipilities that lurk in the misshapen 
shadowy vision of human tor ms crushed and 
jammed amid the bulk of machinery and 
weighty timbers, asgured the police and fire- 
men that the worst evidence is yet to come. 
The greater number ot the unfor- 
K win be found under 
neath the debris yet {to be removed. 
No such mangied remains of humanity have 
deen recovered during the search as the 
specimens shown during the night. Bodies 
mutilated beyond all recognition and so fear- 
ful to look upon that even firemen turned 
away weakened by the sight. The Italians, 
for the first time since they were employed, 
did good work in gathering up the ghastly 
remains of the victims, Foreman Farley of 
Truck No. 15 had charge of the work last 
night, and although the men had to struggle 
against great difficulties. remarkable pro- 
gress was made. This morning twenty 
bodies had been identified, and there are 
eighteen unidentified at the morgue and four 
bodies were in sight im the ruins thus 
making forty-two so far revealed. 

MR. TRIFPR’S BODY. | 

The body of Frederick W.Trippe, proprie- 
tor of the drug store at No. 76 Park place, 
was found at 9:15 o’clock. It was so badly 
mangled and burned that it was at first im- 
possible to tell whether it was that of a man 
ora woman. Finally friends of Mr. Trippe 
recognized a diamond ring on his finger and 
a gold watch with the initials F. W. T. on 
it that was found beside the body. 

The body of Wm. B. Ellis of the firm of 
Ellis & McDonala, 76 Park place, was taken 
out of the ruins at ll o’clock. It was burned 
and mangled almost out of resemblance to 
humanity and the ciothing was also unrecog- 
nizable. In a pocket was founda pocket- 
book containing various papers bearing the 
name of Wm. H. Ellis, which served to show 
that the body was his. Mr. Elis was 4 years 
old. W. T. WceDonald, Mr. Ems“ partner, is 
missing and is supposed to be among the 
dead. 

BODIES VISIBLE IX THE DEBRIS. 

Up to 10:15 o’ clock three of the twelve print- 
ing presses had been removed. The foreman 
decided that it was impossible to get great 
iron machinery out entire so de set his men 
to work to break them up with sledge ham- 
mers. This change in the plan will probably 
result in much quicker work in removing 
the debris. Still it will take 
probably forty-eight hours to reach 
the cellars and sub-cellars where it is sup- 
posed most of the dead are. At about 10:30 
o’clock the workmen removed timbers which 
disclosed two more bodies, one onthe site 
of No. 70 Park place, the other at No. 74. The 
former was believed to be that ofa woman. 
These could not be taken outon account of 
the pressure of heavy machinery, without 
doing violence to the bodies, so the efforts 
of the laborers were directed during the re- 
mainder of the morning tothe task of haul- 
ing away the heavy obstructions. 

At 10:45 o’ clock a derby hat was pulled out 
from a network of beams. Beneath it two 
or three bodies were seen. They cannot be 
reached until a great mass of iron work is 
removed. Clerk Mandelbaum of the Coro- 
ner’s office, who has made a careful investi- 
gation, said at 11 o’clock that there were not 
less than twenty persons buried under Peter- 
sons restaurant. 

DANGEROUS WALLS. 

The back wall which Is still standing, grows 
more threatened. The firemen fear that 
when the iron work is removed the wall 
may fall in. It was in almost a 
tottering condition at noon and the work- 
men were keeping a sharp look-out. Before 
noon Capt. Eakins said that if the wall did 
not fall the work of removing the presses 
would be eo far advanced that the bodies be- 
neath the sidewalk, if there were any, could 
be easily reached. He thought there were 
fifty corpses in the cellars. That would make 
a total of ninety. This estimate may be 
above or below the right number, Dut con- 
sidering the number of missing of whom 
nothing las been heard the list of 
Killed is not likely to fall far below ninety, 
especially as it may happen that persons 
Uving out of town who have not been re- 
missing may have been in the restau- 
rant. Supt. Brady of the Department of 
Bulldings stated this afternoon that he vis- 
ited the scene of the Park piace disasterand 
from what he could learn he was of the 
opinion thatthe catastrophe was causga by 
an explosion of naphtha or some other ex- 
plosive matter. He was satisfied that the 
upper doors of the building were over- 
weighted and had direct evidence to that 
effect.

The Chilian Insurgents Before the City | 


of Valparaiso. 


PREPARATIONS FOR THE DECISIVE 
STRUGGLE OF THE WAR. 


Balmaceda Straining Every Energy to 
Beat Back the Rebels—Probable Result 
of the Next Engagement—Description 
of the City and the Field of Military 
Operations—The British View. 


Lorpon, Aug. 2%.—The papers here wel- 
come the news of the battle near Valparaiso 
between the Government troops and the 
Chilian insurgents. They believe that both 
the contending forces have concentrated all 
their energies inthe vicinity of Valparaiso, 
and the battle which has been so fiercely 
waged there isan indication of the speedy 
end of the struggle which is bringing such 
disastrous results to Chill. 

The news of the battle. when received here, 
had a favorable influence upon the stokk ex- 
changes. The prices of Chilian bonds ad- 
vanced slightly. It is believed that a big re- 
covery in these bonds will occur when things 
have settled down, although the conditions 
which prevail in the other South American 
republics will prevent a speedy return to the 
prices that ruled before the breaking out of 
the troubles. 

The chances, so far asthe situation can be 
learned from late cablegrams, are almost 
equal, with may bea little advantage on the 
side of the insurgents. They are desperately 
in earnest, and have a born leader at the 
head of the army now threatening Val- 
paraiso. 

It has been the general opinion among the 
adherents to the Balmaceda Government that 
Valparaiso would prove impregnable before 
any force that the rebels would be able to 
send against it, but the tenor of the news 
from that port now indicates that a change 
of sentiment has occurred. 

Valparaiso is by allodds the most strongly 
fortifiea city in possession of the Govern- 
ment, and if it falls before the insurgents, 
Balmaceda’s safety will lie in flight. 


THE LAST STRUGGLE. 


THE RIVAL ARMIES RESTING BEFORE A DECISIVE 
BATTLE. 

New Tonk, Aug. 25.—The decisive battle of 
the Chillan revolution may be fought out 
to-day. Cablegrams from Valparaiso give 
graphic accounts of the struggle between the 
contending armies about that city on the 
ad. and the truce onthe 2th to prepare for 
the final engagement, which is to decide who 
is master of the Republic. The latest dis- 
patch says: 

Balmaceda’s line of defense yesterday was 
strongly fortified and was under the range of 
the guns from Fort Callao. While many of 
his troops were raw recruits, there was a 


leaven of veterans among them. Time after 


time the rebels dashed against the lines of 
the government troops only tobe repulsed 
with great bloodshed. They were not the 
only sufferers, however, for their artillery 
played with telling effectonthe enemy, and 
their rifies were not uselessin their hands. 
Attack and repulse were repeated time after 
time, with no decided advantage to either 
side. The most desperate valor was dis- 
played by veteran and recruit, Balmacedist 
and revolutionist. There was little regret 
on either side when darkness came down and 
stopped the bloody work. Under cover ofa 
flag of trure the ambulance and hospital 
corps of the opposing armies were 
busy during the night searching the 
field for wounded and caring for them. 
When morning broke it was expected the 
fight would be repeated. Both armies had 
suffered severely, however, and neither ap- 
peared to be in a position to assume the of- 
fensive, and a practical truce to-day, with 
no fighting, has been the result. Neither 
side has been idle, however, during the day. 
Scouting parties of the insurgent armies 
have been scouring the country for supplies, 
and one of them cut the railroad to Santiago 
at Salto. The Government forces have 
been strengthening their lines and 
maneuvering to get Ht to a po- 
sition which will preclude any successful 
attempt on the part of the enemy 
to get into ze rear of the city of Valparaiso. 
It is generally believed that Gen. Calto, the 
General commanding the rebels, will at- 
tempt a flank movement when he resumes 
operations and this the Balmacedists are 
doing everything in their power to frustrate. 
In the face of an army equal in valor, as well 
as led and equipped and at least equal, if 
not superior, in numbers, to force the line of 


forts with their heavy guns, manned by ex- 


pert veteran gunners defending Valparaiso, 
from the north, consisting of Forts Callao, 
Podetto, Andes and Valparaiso, is a task to 
daunt the most confident general, and it by any 
means the Balmacedan army can be flanked 
and the insurgents can make gooda position 
in the rear of the city, they will, in the opin- 
ion of the foreign naval Officers here, do it. 
Insurgent Gen. Calto is a veteran of the 
Peruvian war, where he did gallant and et- 
fective service. He knows the country and 
realizes that ff he can get his heavy guns 
on the hills back of the city he will not only 
have a position which is practically impreg- 
nable from the attacks of any force which 
can be brought against him, Out will enable 
him to batter down the city at his will. Hav- 
ing been unable by yesterday’s fight to cap- 
ture the village of Vina dei Mar and 
isolate Fort Callao, and thus capture 
it, he would naturally attempt this fank 
movement. 

That he will be able to do so without 
harder fighting than even that of 
Friday and yesterday, if at all, is not to be 
thought of.

VALLEY City, N. D., Aug. %.—Farmers are 
loudly denouncing the action of the State 
Ratlway Commissiuners in placing an em- 
bargo on wheat shipments by requiring in- 
spection at the Minnesota line. Many fear 
that the course of the commissioners will re 
sult in closing the elevators and a shortage 
of cars, ifnot a complete Diockade. As the 
inspectors’ grading will cut no figure where 
the wheat is sold, the whole thing is regarded 
as a humiliating piece of folly for the State, 
if nothing worse. Farmers in consigning 
wheat by :he carload to Duluth or Minneap- 
olis have with the bill of lading drawn from 
75 to 8 per cent of its value, but with un- 
known delays and interruptions tn shipments 
it is said that buyers wiil no longer make ad- 
vance payments. 


THE DAKOTA WHEAT FIELDS. 

DULUTH, Minn., Aug. 2%.—It is pretty hard 
to say what is the real situation in te 
D. kota wheat fields from the reports that 
come from there. Some of them indicate a 
large yield, but are probably greatly ex- 
aggerated. Supt. E. Cardin of the Northern 
Pacific Elevator Co. telegraphed that the 
damage would equal that of 1988, when the 
crop was half destroyed above the line of the 
Northern Pacific. Well-informed persons 
here say that south of the Northern Pacific 
main line fully seven-eighths of the crop had 
been harvested by Saturday.

LANSING, Mich., Aug. 2%.—A light steady 
rain has been falling throughout Central 
Michigan during the last thirty-six hours and 
the effect on all growing crops has been very 
beneficial. From all advices received the 
rains seem to have been general throughout 
the State and crops bid fair to recover from 
the recent long continued drouth.

DISASTROUS RAINS IN ENGLAND.

In some districts the lands inundated were 
covered with standing crops and these have 
been washed away, causing great loss to the 
farmers.

Tho Third Day’s Proceedings 
National Convention. 

The National Brewers’ convention at Cen- 
tral Turner Hall opened to-day at 9a. m. 
Henry Seebach of New York City and 
Lothar Urich of Syrycuse, N. I. were 


made chairman and vice-president for the 
day. Ernst Bohm, also of New York, is 
secretary of the convention. 

Communications were received from 
Local Union No. 16 of San Fran- 
cisco relating to the Pacific Slope 
Union affairs. This organization, which is 
now a separate union, was formerly a part of 
the national organization, but left the order 
two years ago because of being suspended for 
non-payment of an assessment of $4. 
A new union was formed which is now 800 
strong and is fighting the mother organiza- 
tion.

A tax of 5 per centa month will be levied on 
each member beginning Oct. 1, 1891, to con- 
tinue twelve months to establish 
the fund. The National Executive 
Board will have charge of the fund. A special 
stamp was decided to be adopted for the col 
lection book to record the payment of the 
specialtax. A motion to pay the dues of the 
order to the American Federation of Labor 
prevalied.

How Harry Guignon’s Money Wes 
Taken From a Safe. 


A SPRINGFIELD (m0.) BICYCLE DEALER 
REPORTS A QUEER Loss. 


Gharles D. Oabanne Prefers a Charge ot

Harry Guigon, a member of the firm of 
Guigon & Wade, dealers in bicycles at 
Springfield, Mo., called at the Four Oourts 
to-day and asked the police to ‘help him find 
$590, which had mysteriously disappeared be- 
tween 2 0’clock of last Friday afternoon and 
8 o’clock yesterday morning. Guigon came 
to town last with $600 and called on 
his friends, Welder & Lang, the bitycle deal- 
ers at 172% Olive street. He. placed 
$590 in their safe, not caring to open an ac- 
count here as his stay will de short. Tuesday 
afternoon he took $70 from the bundle of 
bills and carefully replaced the roll in a com- 
partment ot the safe. When he went to the 
safe again, Monday morning, his money was 
gone and no one employed about the place 
could explain its disappearance. The safe 
was not broken into and the cash kept on 
hand by the firm was un- 
touched. As the firm does a 
good business selling and repairing wheels 
there are always some customers about the 
shop. It is supposed that a light fingered 
and expert safe burglar saw an opportunity 
while no one was in the front part of the 
office to approach the safe, and did so to his

HARLEM’S MYSTERY. 


— — — 0 
auser Contradictions in the Story of the 
‘ ‘Masked Train Robbers. 

Kansas Citr, Aug. 25.—The belief is gaining 
ground that Brakemati J. E. White, who was 
killed at Murray’s Switch, near Harlem, in 
Olay County last Wednesday night, was not 
shot by train robbers in the manner stated 
by Conductor Cassie, and that the thrilling 
story of the holding up of the train by two 
masked men needs revision, to say the least. 
The two men now in jail under suspicion of 
having committed the crime will have little 
trouble, from present indications, in estab- 
lishing their innocence. The representative 
of a morning paper in tracing out 
the details of the affair has devel- 
oped some strange contradictions ‘in 
the story that was at first given to the public 
as the true version ot the tragedy. They are 
of vital importance in the attempt to get at 
the truth. 

THE CONDUCTOR’S STORY. 

It will be remembered that on the arrival 
of the train at Harlem, opposite this city, on 
the morning after the murder, Conductor 
Cassie in recounting the incidents said, that 
his train had stopped at the bell-box for the 
purpose of signalling the bridge tender, and 
that the middle ofthe train was opposite the 


box. 

While he was ringing the signal for the 
answer from the signal tower to proceed to 
the bridge he says he was suddenly ordered 
to hold up his hands by two men who came 
up behind him. After they had taken his 
money they snatched his gold watch off, 
breaking the chain, and ordered him to walk 
back to the rear car. While they were escort- 
ing him back he saysthey asked if any one 
was back there, and were told that the rear 
brakeman was there. When they had gotten 
to the second car from the rearof the train 


he says they noticed White standing up on 


the top of the car, and, with an oath, one of 
the robbers ordered him to come down and 
at almost the same instant fired the fatal 
shot. He said that the robbers then told him 
to signal his train to goon,and that he 
obeyed and climbed on the caboose, while 
they got on the car on the top ot which lay 
White, and after stopping at his body went 
on to the middle of the train and disap- 
peared. 

The head brakeman, Roscoe, said that he 
had seen the two men standing beside the 
track close to the bell box as the freight had 
pulled in, but said they wore no masks and 
one had his hat off. Conductor Oassle stated 
that both men wore long black masks. Ros- 
coe was standing On the car next to the en- 
gine at the time, and he said he saw the men 
by the glare of the headlight striking them. 
But neither the fireman nor the engineer saw 
the men or noticed anything unusual except 
the pistol shot after the stop was made, and 
they paid no attention to that. Roscoe stated 
that he saw White’s light go out when the 
shot was fired, yet he paid no attention to 
the matter. It will be remembered that it 
was a bright moonlight night and that only 
fourteen cars, or e less than % feet, inter- 
vened between Roscoe and White when the 
latter was shot. 

FULL IN THE MOON’S RAYS. 

The railroad at Murray’s Switch rufis al- 
most due north and south, perhaps a little 
northeast and southwest, so that at 1 o’clock 
the train wo not cast a shadow to any ap- 
precia ble ext on either side ofthe track. 
Therefore the bell house, which stands 
about four feet from the track, must have 
been full in the moon’s rays when Conductor 
Cassie rang the signal. There are no bushes 
close around the bell boxin which any one 
could hide, and a barbed wire fence runs 
along the track close behind the box. 

Cassie says that as they walked back from 
the bell box north toward therearend of the 
train the robbers saw White, and, witha 
terrible oath, ordered him to come down. 
Yet Brakeman Roscoe said he distinctly 
heard Conductor Cassle put his key into the 
lock of the bell box, Dut declared he heard 
ho other sound except the pistol shot and 
heard no conversation or any remarks. Oas- 
sle stated that the robbers got on the train 
and went forward to about the middle of the 
train, or within seven cars of Brakeman Ros- 
coe, yet the latter failed to see them and 
knew nothing of their presence until Cassle 
came forward and told of White’s death. 

When White’s pockets were searched after 
he had been taken down off the carat Har- 
lem it was found that he had $1.25 in his 
pockets anda heavy gold ring on his finger. 
The strange part of itis that these robbers 
should have climbed upto where White lay 
and then not have robbed him. 

NOT SHOT FROM THE GROUND. 

But ifthe train was standing where it is 
stated it was standing, White could not have 
been shot by anyone standing on the ground. 
According to Cassle's story the middie of the 
train was at the bell box, and White was shot 
by the robbers as they walk alongside 
the train going back north to the caboose. 
Justice Crouse of Harlem, who critically ex- 
amined the ground in company with a re- 
porter, is decidedly ofthe opinion that such 
a shot could not be fired from the ground to 
the top ofa boxcar unless ata great dis- 
tance. Much less could it have been fired by 
one compelled to walk close alongside the 
car where it was an utter impossibility to see 
anyone so located, There is scarcely two 
feet where a footing may be had alongside 
the track until the grade slopes abruptly 
down for about 8 or 10 feet and all this 
slope is covered with thick willows. The bul- 
let that killed White struck him just over the 
left temple and lodged in the skull at the 
right upper part of the back ofthe head, so 
that the course of the ball was only at a 
slight elevation.

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Joe Howard Has to Answer for His 
Slaughter-House Nuisance. 


JUDGE POLLARD RENDERS A Dorsten 
oF MUCH INTEREST.

Phe City Ordinarices Prescribing the Munt- 
cipality’s Rig ight to Govern the Erection 
of Slaughtér-Houses Held to Be Valid 
—The Motion to Quash Overruled. 


A deeislon rendered by Judge Jeff Pollard 
in the Second District Polleé Court this morn- 
ing will strike terror into the breast of every 
maintainer of a nuisance and cause every 
public spirited citizen to rejoice, Tom How- 
ard was brought into court week charged 
with maintaiiing a siaughter-house on 
Prafrie, hear t. Feramand avenue, 
within 800 feet of an inhabited dwelling, 
without obtaining the t of the owner 
and pccupant. George 
owns $10,000 worth. of property adjoining 
Howard's slaughter house, caused him to be 
brought into the Police Court for maintain - 
ing a nuisance. Thos. J. Rows, as Howard's 
attorney, filed a brief admitting the erection 
and maintenance of the slaughter house 
contrafy to the provisions of Sécs. 372 and 373 
of city ordinance No. 14,000, but moved the 
court to quash the information and 
for the discharge of his client, alleging that 
the sections were illegal, void and unconsti- 
tutional, because the city, under its charter, 
had no power to pass sec. 872, and that sec, 
878 impliedan unreasonable and unauthor- 
ized delegation of legislative power, ‘‘alleg- 
ing that corporations cannot go beyond the 
powers granted them, and such powers must 
be exercised in a reasonable manner.’’ 

Judge Pollard took the matter under ad- 
visement for several days and this morning 
rendered the following decision:

The doctrine is also laid down in the same section 
that the older English authorities contended for 
required a greater strictness t has been upheld by 
the American Courts.

The decision is an important one, inasmuch 
as it upholds the right of one citisen to suc- 
cessfully oppose the establishment of a 
Slaughter-house within a prescribed limit, 
That such a provision is just is evident from 
the present case. 

Howard, without permission or permit, es- 
tablished a slaughter-house, assessed at 
$600, alongside of a man’s residence 
property valued at 610,00, and in 
the midst of a respectable and 
attractive residence quarter. Howard’s 
quarters are used for sheep slaughtering, and 
the stench that permeateg the vicinity is ex- 
tremely nauseating. Last Sunday afternoon 
Mrs. Meinberg fainted from the effects of the 
oppressive odors, and the neighbors assert 
that their children’s health is being percept- 
ibly Impaired. Mr. Meinberg has offered to 
buy Howard’s property or even pay 
his rent if he would move elsewhere, 
but Howard is stubfiprn and says he will 
slaughter sheep right where he is in spite of 
the devil. In making his tax returns yester- 
day Mr. Meinberg placed his property valua- 
tion at $5,000, which is 60 per cent less than it 
was one year ago. He says that until the 
nuisance is removed he will not pay taxes on 
one cent more valuation. 

Prominent lawyers pronounce Judge Pol 
lard’s decision a well-written, common-sense 
document. Had his ruling been otherwise 
there would be nothing to prevent slaughter- 
house abominations from being established 
in any part of the city. Howard’s case will 
come to trialon the ist of September, and it 
is safe to say that the penalty for the viola- 
tion of the ordinance, which isa heavy one, 
will effectually rid him of his desire to run a 
— Nene in a respectable neighbor-

A LESSON IN WHEAT. 


The wheat market took a boom from the 
estimate of Mr. WX. E. Baar, Bradstreet’s 
English crop statistician, that Europe 
would want 281,000,000 bushels of our 
wheat. Upon later information he now 
marks up the European requirement to 
820,000,000 bushels. The highest estimate 
by trustworthy statisticians of our yield 
this year is 600,000,000 bushels, or about 
90,000,000 more than the great crop of 1884. 
This would give us 350,000,000 bushels for 
home use and allow us only 250,000,000, or 
70,000,000 less than the demand, for ex- 
port. 

Yet, in full view of the well ascertained 
deficit and assured demand for more than 
all the wheat we will have to spare for ex- 
port, and with New York exporting wheat 
at $1 or less and offering only §1.06 for De- 
cember delivery, the farmers are forward- 
ing wheat as fast as railroads and elevators 
can handle it. Several thousand carloads 
are reported blocking the side tracks at 
Kansas City and 600 cars a day coming in. 

This does not look much like a success- 
ful grain cornering operation on the part 
of the farmers, nor does it threaten to put 
the price up above the exporting point, as 
some alarmists have feared the farmers 
would do. Iteven looksasif the farmers 
of the West had despaired of ever again 
seeing wheat a dollar abushel at their 
railroad stations. 

Why, in the face of such an unheard of 
foreign demand, should they despair of 
getting the price that was socommon in 
the days of the old ‘‘free trade tariff’’ be- 
fore the war, and in the days after the 
war before silver was demonetized? 

The answer to this question is found 
partly in the appreciation of the money 
standard, the contraction caused by the 
imposition of the monometallic gold 
standard, and partly in the distressed and 
depressed condition of Europe’s indus- 
tries. Monometallic contraction and pro- 
tection have been doing their insidious and 
cruel work there as well as here, and be- 
sides the impoverishment due to crop fail- 
ure, our own consuls are boasting in their 
reports that the McKinley tariffis closing 
foreign industrial establishments and 
turning Europe’s artisan and factory labor 
out to starve. 

Those idle men must get work somewhere 
before they can eat our wheat. If they 
cannot get wages in Europe they will come 
here for work and bread. All the millions 
that have come since the war have not 
made the farmer’s wheat sell for more than 
it did before the war, nor have they made 
wages any higher by their coming. The 
protection nostrum is not benefiting labor 
anywhere.

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Whatever may be the truth about his oon - | on, 


HALL’S HOT SHOT. 


The Sub-Treasury and Third Party 
Movement Denounced.

ANNUAL CONVENTION OF THE MISSOURI 
FARMERS’ & LABORERS’ UNION. 


— 


President Hall’s Address to the Conven- 
tion—The Sub-Treasuryites Confident 
of Victory—a Lively Battle in the 
Credentials Committee—Both Factions 
Bitter. 


PERTLE Springs, Mo., Aug. 25.—President 
U. 8. Hall gave utterance tothe platform of 
the anti-third party sentiment when the 
Farmers’ Alliance met,in no uncertain terms, 
to-day. The Convention opened shortly 
before 11 o'clock in a large frame build- 
ing surrounded by oak and hickory 
trees. To keep outsiders back ropes were 
stretched fifty feet distant all around the 
place, and sentinels were detailed to see 
that none but those having the pass- 
word passed the lines. A number of 
the interested spectators succeeded in 
getting inside the ropes, notwithstanding 
the impression of the Alliance men that they 
temporarily own Johnson Countys Mayor 
Young of Warrensburg was on the cards 
to deliver an address of welcome,and because 
he wasa few minutes late this part of the 
programme was dropped, and the work of 
clearing the building of the news gatherers 
and spectators was begun in earnest. This 
took some time, and it was nearly 11 o’clock 
when the door-keeper, a husbandman of 
generous outline, hailing from Cole County, 
announced that the coast was Clear. Presi- 
dent Hall then began his address, and he 
jumped on the Sub-Treasury and third-party 
movement from the start. The farmers 
should be opposed to class legislation, 
he argued, and yeta number of them were 
demanding the. establishment of sub- 
treasuries. The adoption of such 
a resolution would be detrimental 
to a very serious extent to 
the interest ofthe Farmers’ and Laborer’s 
Union of Missouri. He could not and would not 
give his endorsement to any such movement. 
He deplored the action taken by other 
State Alliances on this subject. 

A LIVELY ROW EXPECTED. 

When he concluded his address, which was 
delivered in loud and ringing tones, the fol- 
lowers of the Hall faction, mostly 
all of whom are Democrats of the 
**dyed-in-the-wool’’ stripe, let out a yell 
let out a yell that could be heard all over the 
grounds. The Credentials Commit- 
Tete was then appointed and an ad- 
journment taken until 2:30 o’clock. A 
lively row is expected when the committee 
makes its report. Some of the committee- 
men are expert politicians and they 
will fight bard for the faction 
they represent, The Sub-Treasuryites 
want several opposition counties shut 
out for alleged irregularities and the Hall 
meu are after some of the sub-Treasury dele- 
gates.

A DESPERATE CRIMINAL 


William McDermott, Train Bobber and 
Murderer, Under Arrest. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., Aug. 25.—The police have 
adesperate young man locked up here. 
His name is William McDermott. He 
boarded a train that was entering Corry, Pa,, 
on Aug. 17 and robbed the passengers.

A Conception of Captivating Magnitude 
for Which Central and South Americe 
Will Eventually Have to Pay—The Oan- 
adian Pacifie and the Lake Temisca- 
mingue Road. 


Lonpon, Aug. . — The Times to-day pub- 
lishes a three column articie upon the pro- 
jected Inter-Continental Raulroad, which, 
when completed, will link the South and 
Central American Republics with each other, 
and with the United States, In discussing 
these plans the Times expresses the opinion 
that James G. Blaine, the United States Sec- 
retary of State, is a man of grandiose ideas, 
and if, as it seems quite possible, he is the 
next President, there will be some chance of 
realizing the scheme.’’ 

Continuing, the Times says that the ‘‘proj- 
ect aims to join the markets of North and 
South America, but there is no place fora 
general commercial system even in the rela- 
tions between the several Republics. The 
railroad when completed would have to 
compete with the great water ways on either 
side of the continent, From Buenos Ayres to 
New York and from Valparaiso to San Fran- 
cisco, the existing means of transit are 
simpler and cheaper than they could ever be 
made on a railroad. It is obvious that the 
scheme equally has political as well as com- 
mercial ends in view. To join the North and 
South American Republics, even though the 
first outward sign of union will be nothing 
but an iron rafl, with the supreme center of 
the Republican Government at Washington, 
is a conception of captivating magnitude,’’ 

A HARD HIT. 

The Times also asserts that the recent pro- 
posals on the part of the United States look- 
ing to the establishment of reciprocity with 
the various Republics of the continent were 
generally received by the countries to which 
overtures were made as specimens of abso- 
lutely cynical Anglo-Saxon selfishness and 
that the proposals created a profound dis- 
trust in American bargains. Touching upon 
the question as to where the capital is to be 
found for the enormous enterprise, the Times 
expresses the opinion that it cannot be found 
in the needy Southern Republics and that it 
must be raised in the United States. The lat- 
ter would be obliged to guarantee the inter- 
est the cost of construction, and there is a 
strong conviction that the United States 
would recoup itself for this guarantee at the 
expense of the Republics further South, 

Many people of practical opinion, the Times 
Says, belleve that the scheme will never be 
realized. The price demanded by the United 
States for guaranteeing the bonds of the rall- 
road would be in commercial and political 
concessions which the other republics could 
not grant. The United Statesis regarded as 
the rival of England and as the States of the 
southern half of the continent were devel- 
oped by English capitalthere exists an im- 
portant party which will regard any step 
towards closer commercial and political re- 
lations with the United States as a step away 
from an old and trusted friend. 


THE LAKE TEMISCAMINGUE ROAD. 


CANADIAN PACIFIC DIRECTORS AUTHORIZED TO 
TAKE THE ROAD. 

New York, Aug. %.—An important meet- 
ing ofthe shareholders of the Canadian Pa- 
cific Railroad Co. was held in Montreal yes- 
terday, under the presidency of Mr. Van 
Horne. Among those present were Lord 
Mount Stephen, Lord Elphinstone of Eng- 
land, G. K. Harrison of Boston, and Gen. 
Samuel Thomas of New York. The first busi- 
nesf before the meeting was a proposal on 
the part of the Canadian Pacific Railway to 
take over the Lake Temiscamingue Colon 
zation Rall way. By the proposed agree- 
ment the Canadian Pacific is to take the 
seventeen miles ofroad already completed, 
the remaining thirty-three miles to be built 
by the Temiscamingue Rallway. The Temis- 
camingue Railway cedes to the Canadian 
Pacific the entire properties of the road, con- 
sisting of lands, buildings, rolling stock, etc. 
Certain specified proportions of the sub- 
sidies voted by Parliament and yet to be re- 
ceived are to be applied in reimbursement 
to the 
works 
remainder construction of 
of the works yettobe done. The Canadian 
Pacific Rallway also guarantees to furnish 
all the money necessary for the completion 
ofthe road outside of the government sub- 
sidy. A motion was made and approved 
unanimously authorizing the Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway to take over the road on their 
own terms.

It is for the purpose of ascertaining the 
legal right of the st. Louis Jockey Club to ex- 
emption from taxation that the Mayor will 
request an Official opinion from City Counsel - 
or Marshall on the subject. 

The Mayor 80 far is only able to see that the 
Jockey Olub ts of wealthy st. Leu- 
isans whose membership in the club entities 
them tothe exclusive use of its many priv- 


lleges. He cannot find that the club 
Offers eliber any privileges or any 
benefits to the great tax-paying 


public, upon whom the burden of taxation 
falls still more heavily because sucha club, 
occupying lands and owning property reach- 
ing a total of hundreds of thousands ot dol- 
lars in value, has such property exempt 
from taxation under the Fair Ground priv!i- 
leges. 

The fact thatthe revenue from the race- 
meetings of the St. Louis Jockey Club are 
supposed to goto the swelling the income of 
the Fair Grounds Association,does not, to the 
Mayor’s mind, mean any benefit to the agri- 
cultural or mechanical interests of the State, 
or the trade of the city, and so does not justi- 
fy the exemption from taxation of the Jockey 
Club property. 

It does mean. however, according to the 
Mayor's view ofthe subject, another anda 
very deep obligation of the Fair Grounds As- 
sociation to the city of st. Louis, as the ex- 
emption from taxation of the Jockey Club 
property allows the Fair Grounds Associa- 
tion to add to uus revenue in a field entirely 
outside of the &t. Louis Fair enterprise. 
It means also that the St. Louis public is in 
reality paying for the intenance of a 
jockey club from the privileges of which the 
same publiie ig most rigidly excluded. The 
Mayor doubts whether the city has a legal 
right to saddle such an unproductive and 
one-sided tax upon the people of St. Louis. 

WOULD MAKE NO EETURD. 

The discovery of this Jockey Club advan- 
tage, which the Fair Grounds Association 
enjoys at the expense of the tax-payers of 
St. Louis, arose from certain investigations 
begun following the refusal of the fair 


Groun@s d@irectorate to donate to the 
city the animals from the Fair 
Grounds soological collection, and 
which the Fair Grounds was anxious to get 


rid of because it could not stand the expense 
of supporting them. Mayor Noonan was 
anxious to get the animals as the nucieus of 
a zoological garden to be established in 
Forest Park, and after a meeting with two of 
the Fair Grounds directors in his office was 
given the assurance that the animals would 
be so donated to the city. A subsequent 
meeting of the full Board of Directorsof the 
Fair Grounds Association refused fatiy to 
donate the animals tothe city, and at the 
sale following that refusal Park Commission- 
er Fechter was obliged to purchase the ani- 
mals wanted, bidding against the represen- 
tatives of several other cities that also de- 
sired to secure the animals for their respec- 
tive 006. 

Mayor Noonan was naturally mortified both 
at the Fair Grounds directorate’s indignant 
refusal to donate to the city animals worth at 
the outside auction valuation not over $3,000, 
and at President Rolla . Wells’ remakabie 
speech at the outset of the sale, which placed 
the city’s representative at that sale in a 
most unpleasant position. 

The Mayor had always been under the im- 
pression that the Fair Grounds was under 
certain obligations to the city of St. Louis 
and to the tax paying public, compared to 
which a Gonation of animals worth , oo was 
only a drop in the bucket’’ so far as mutual 
benefit was concerned. Still, had the Fair 
Grounds directorate accepted the opportupity 
and made the donation promised, the Mayor 
would have been among the frst to 


applaud its generosity and public 
spirit. He was not given that 
however. and in locking 


up the ‘‘debit and eredit“ account of the 
Fair Grounds with the city of St. Louis, the 
Mayor found the Jockey Club leakage in the 
public taxation, existing from the time in 
1885, when that club, run forthe ‘‘exclusive 
use of its members, was organized under 
the protecting shadow of the Fair Grounds 
Association and claiming the Fair Grounds’ 
privilege of exemption from taxation. 

The Mayor believes that such an exclusive 
club of wealthy St. Louisans incidentally 
connected with the Fair Grounds Association 
has no claim for support upon that public 
which it so flathy excludes from its club- 
house and other privileges, The fact that 
the club is an advantage to the 
Fair Grounds would not justify the city 
in surrendering fits claim for thou- 
taxes per annum 
against the club, whenthe Fair Grounds As- 
sociation itself shrank in indignant horror 
from the proposition to donate $3,000 worth 
of animals to the city. 

If. City Counselor Marshall’s Official opin- 
ion on the point bears out Mayor Noonan’s 
conviction, the St. Louis Jockey Club win 
be charged up with taxes from the year 1885, 
and collection of same be imposed. 

It is Mayor Noonan’s idea that ‘it’s a poor 
rule which won't work both ways.“ If the 
Fair Grounds cannot afford to donate $8 000 to 
the city of st. Louis, the city certainly can- 
not afford to donate $100,000 to the Fair 
Grounds through the St. Louis Jockey Club.

Many complaints have been made in Asses 
sor Tim Scplly’s water rates office this sum- 
mer, that the three swimming schools of the 
city have been Geliberately, through the 
season, been violating the law made by the 
assembly for the purpose of lightening the 
water tax of the bathing pools and at the 
same time securing for the people something 
like the advantages of the free bath houses 
the city has not. Each of the swimming 
schools uses water in quantities that would 
cost it $1,000 a year fully, if charged for at the 
usual water rates. The law says that each 
place of this sort shall pay a water 
license of only $800 a year, provided that 
twice a week, on Tuesdays and Fridays, the 
price of admission shall be made 10 cents for 
adults and 5 cents for persons under 15. This 
part of the law the swimming-schouls have 
ignored, while they have taken the full beri- 
efit of the clause fixing their water tax at the 
low rate. The price of admission in all of 
them during the summer has 
3 cents for adults and 
for youths. No change in this 
prices has been made on the Tuesdays and 
Fridays specified by law.

CASINO OPERA A CO, TROUBLES. 


The Season at Schnaider’s Garden Comes 
to an Abrupt End. 


The trials and tribulations of the Casino 
Comic Opera Co. have come fast upon the 
members. and in the climax which is now at 
hand the managers and chorus tell varying 
stories. 

Mr. Gschwend, the proprietor, said that 
last night’s closing was due to the cool 
weatber and to the competition of the winter 
theaters. The houses have been bad, and 
there was no money to pay the troupe. 

Mr. Simonson was quoted assaying that the 
company have treated him most kindly. But 
many of them tell things of him that evince 
not the least bit of kindness on their part. 
Mr. Collete and several of the gentlemen of 
the chorus say that Simonson pursued a sys- 
tem of petty persecution throughout the 
season that made him odious to all. They 
say that he has been in the habit of fining them 
50 cents and $1 for trivial offenses. A member 
who was sick leaned on a chair during re- 
hearsal. Simonson entered a fine of 80 cents 
against him. 

The chorus also deny the statement at- 
tributed to Mr. Jos. Schnaider that they have 
been paid in full. They have yet to see last 
week’s salary. Tuesday is their regular 
salary day, but when they were told yester- 
Gay thatthe week's programme would not 
go onthey wantedtheir pay and railroad 
tickets yesterday and madean appointment 
with Simonson to get them at the garden at 
50’clock. Simonson told them that he would 
have to wait until to-day at 3 o’clock to get 
the tickets and salary for them. They say 
that although they forego the last week’s 
salary of the season's contract, which is the 
present week, they will bring claims against 
Simonson in New York because they could 
not afford to remain here long enough fora 
final settlement. 

Many of them carry little slips with notices 
to the effect that they are fined 80 cents or $1 
for some trivial offence and these billets are 
treasured with great care. Miss Reger of 
the chorus said that Mr. Simonson informed 


them that he could not go on 
this week under the old arrangement, 
but, if they liked, they could have the 


gas and garden free for the week, 
and finish the season on the co-operative 
plan. They thought this would prove a los- 
ing business and they did not accept the 
offer. The chorus are convinced that Simon- 
son has money, because he was regularly paid 
$900 for salaries, and the salaries did not 
come, it is said, within $250 of this amount, 
as he did not maintain the contract between 
him and Gschwend which called for twenty- 
six chorus singers. He bad only twenty- 
two. Asoneof them expressed it: He has 
left us without money enough to buy a pack 
of cigarettes.’’ : 

Mr. Simonson said that he would leave for 
New York this evening if he were let. Asked 
what would prevent, he said the company, 
on account of salartes. He stated that he 
had tickets for New York yesterday, and had 
succeeded to-day in gathering together 
enough to pay the chorus and did not havea 
cent to pay the principals, who are supposed 
to have a little money. 

Mr. Pache, the well-known tenor, said he 
was thoroughly disgusted with everything in 
connection with the company and its man- 
agement. He considers Simonson no man- 
ager at all and given to sharp practices. 
His experience here this summer sours 

upon comic opera companies. 
He played with the Emma Abbott 
company on its fatal tour, and will 
return. to New York this evening if he re- 
celves a ticket. But he bas made no engage- 
ment for the season, nar Goes he expect to 
before he sees th managers inthe East.

Scarcely any of the company have as yet 
made engagements for the coming season, 
and for that reason are anxiously awaiting to 
get their tickets this evening.

THE MODERN RACING SHELL. 
A BRIEF HISTORY OF ROWING BRACES AND THE 
SLIDING SEAT. 


Nothing is more noticeable to the veteran : 
oarsman than the vast improvements that 


. 


have been made in the manufacture of racing 
shells as compared with the clumsy craft in 
which races were rowed when the sport was 
first inaugurated. 


The earliest authentic accounts of races are 
those ofthe Thames watermen in England. 
In 1715 Thomas Doggett, an actor, founded a 
race called Doggett's Coat and Badge, for 
watermen. The prizes were fees which paid 
for the freedom of the river, and the winner 
received besides a red coat, with a silver 
badge bearing the white horse of Hanover on 
the left arm. The races were single seulls 
rowed in the original Thames wherry. The 
race still survives, but is now rowed under 
the auspices of the Fishmongers’ society. 

The first recorded race of any prominence 
in this country was a match between New 
York City and An Long Island. The boats 
were four-oared barges, and the course was 
from a point on the New Jersey shore tothe 
flagstaff on the Battery. New York won 
easily, and their boat Knickerbocker was 
publicly exhibited as a curiosity until July, 
1865, when it was destroyed by fire. It 
was a Keel boat without sliding seats or out- 


riggers. 

The first decided change in racing boats was 
the introduction of the outrigger. The in- 
vention is generally credited to Henry 
Clasper, of Newcastie-on- Tyne, who became 
world renowned as a boat builder in the early 
history of rowing. He had previously built 
racing wherries with flared gunwales, which 


‘were practically outriggers, in order to give 


the sculler better leverage, and this sug- 
gested to him the idea of still further improv- 
ing the leverage by amzing iron outriggers. 
He put the idea into execution in 1844, and 
took his boat to London, where it imme- 
diately proved a success, and the use of iron 
outriggers has ever since been general. Nev- 
ertheless, his idea was not entirely original, 
for short wooden outriggers had been tried 
in England in 1828 and 1830, but by reason of 
= incorrect application were of little 
value. 


The next change in the racing boat was 
even more radical. This was the introduc- 
tion of sliding seats, and was due to the in- 
genuity of an American. Sliding on a fixed 
seat had been practiced occas „ long 
before Mr. J. C. Babcock of the Nassau Boat 
Club of New York perfected the idea in 1969. 


Mr. Babcock constructed his first sijding 
seat in 1857, and another sculler, Mr W. 
Brown, tried one in 1861, but relinquished it. 
In 1869 Mr. Babcock again tried his hand at it 
and turned out a six-oared crew on slides; 
he then discovered that the apparatus in- 
creased their speed considerably. 


Atte this sliding seats came into 
use, and the two Tynecrews which came to 
America in 1871 took the idea back to England, 
where it shortly became popular. 


The first sliding seat simply ran ſu an ofled 
groove, later the friction was lessened by in- 
troducing two narrow strips of steel, which 
were oiled, and on which the seat moved, but 
of late years the seat has been made to move 
on rollers, which lessens the friction still 
more and does away with the oil which torm- 
erly besmeared the oarsman, Further 
changes of doubtful value have also been 
tried recently. 


The early races were rowed entirely in 
wooden boats with keels.
